If we are to be guided by the 
playing which came In the perform 
ancc of the second Symphony of 
Sibelius, which formed the major 
part of the broadcast portion of the 
concert, we can expect big things 
from the Orchestra this season. Dr. 
Pelletier did wonders with the 
score, and each section played uni- 
formly well. The work suffiiK-d 
with colorful orche.-itration effects is 
growing in public appeal. The 
sombre brass harmonies of the sec- 
ond movement, the running wood- 
wind undercurrents, and the exult- 
ant string pafsagcs of the finale 
came out cfTcctively, By turr.^ pas- 
toral, .sombre, mih'.an;, v.h,-i:ever 
else one may say regarding the 
feeling of the work, it is no wonder 
that the Finns have come to con- 
sider it along with "Finlandia" an 
exprefîion of their nationalistic 
feeling, and a call to action.

Papers wore given by Lloyd Hen- 
derson and Martin HoUinger who 
divided their subject into theoreti- 
cal and practical aspects of the 
topic. 

Lloyd Henderson, In discussing 
llu! llieorelical aspects stated that, 
aliluiiigli a disastrous war had been 
fought lo "preserve democracy," the 
concept still is 'confused tn the 
minds of most people. nc-mo.T.u-y 
invnivos freedom and eipuility; but 
Hi uiii uiuiU'ih UiuKI juihlii'.^ uiul 
lliL ccimiuiue slructiiie are virtually 
Inseparable, and capitalism, oiir 
prcsei^l economic structure, may be 
found Inconipatiblo with democ- 
ra<;y.
